Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claims 1 and 3-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Manfrotto 
product web pages. The applicant is directed to review the prior Office Action. 

Applicant cannot rely upon the foreign priority papers to overcome this rejection because 
a translation of said papers has not been made of record in accordance with 37 CFR 1.55. See 
MPEP§ 201.15. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments filed May 6, 2005 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The applicant states that the Manfrotto web products page does not qualify as prior 
art under 35 USC 102(a) because the present application is a national stage of a PCT filed 
December 30, 2002. The applicant has not filed a certified translation of the priority documents 
nor has the PCT application been published in English. The rejection under 35 USC 102(a) 
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stands until either a certified translation of the priority documents are filed or until a copy of 
PCT/WIPO document, including the specification, published in English is provided.
